Six  months  have  elapsed  since  we  launched 
our  Alumni  Drive  for  a  Memorial  Gymnasium. 
Four  months  have  passed  since  our  Association 
was  challenged  to  produce  three  or  four  hundred 
active,  willing  workers  for  this  project.  And  the 
results  have  been  anything  but  encouraging  to 
date.  The  drive  total  is  listed  elsewhere  in  this 
issue  and  I  refer  you  to  those  lists.  It  is  not  the 
best  picture,  nor  does  it  measure  up  to  the  pro- 
mise we  had  last  Spring  that  the  Association 
would  see  this  program  through  to  a  successful 
finish,  and  promptly. 

No  drive  can  be  successful  without  workers. 
Those  who  have  labored  through  the  months  we 
have  been  working  have  our  lasting  gratitude. 
Their  efforts  have  been  rewarded,  but  they  can- 
not do  the  impossible.  They  cannot  reach  every- 
one. They  cannot  go  outside  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation until  they  can  show  the  world  that  the 
graduates  of  the  College  are  one  hundred  per- 
cent back  of  us.  That  was  the  challenge  we  re- 
ceived, and  accepted.  But  thus  far  we  have  not 
answered  it. 

Some  of  our  classes  have  responded  well,  very 
well.  And  the  organization  of  these  classes  is 
due  to  the  leadership,  the  sacrifice  and  the  gen- 
erosity of  individuals.  What  those  classes  have 
done,  all  can  do,  all  must  do,  if  this  project  is  to 
go  over.  And  it  must  go  over  now,  or  we  shall 
have  lost  an  opportunity  that  will  not  be  ours 
again. 

I  appeal  to  you  all  to  get  back  of  us,  to  par- 
ticipate actively  in  our  efforts,  to  demonstrate 


to  all  your  own  convictions  that  we  have  some- 
thing worthwhile. 

It  is  encouraging  to  learn  that  the  sectional 
clubs,  a  group  of  flourishing  organizations  be- 
fore the  war,  have  reorganized  in  places  and  are 
preparing  for  further  activities.  Anything  that 
we  can  do  at  the  College,  or  through  the  Fund 
Office,  to  stimulate  further  interest  in  these  pro- 
jects will  be  done  readily  and  happily.  This  can 
become  one  of  the  strongest  weapons  of  proper 
propaganda  for  the  College,  one  of  the  surest 
ways  of  informing  all  people  of  what  the  College 
offers,  of  what  it  has  done  and  of  what  it  hopes 
to  do. 

The  recent  Congress  of  the  Confraternity  of 
Christian  Doctrine  is  another  challenge  for  all 
Boston  College  men.  The  inspiring  meetings  of 
the  Congress  must  have  convinced  all  of  the  re- 
sponsibility that  is  yours  to  spread  the  know- 
ledge and  love  of  God,  and  of  all  the  truths  you 
learned  in  your  college  days,  to  a  world  that  is 
seeking  leadership  of  the  proper  kind.  Under 
God's  Providence  you  have  been  given  opportun- 
ities that  have  been  denied  others.  Now  you 
have  the  privilege,  and  the  obligation,  to  extend 
the  Kingdom  of  Christ  under  the  leadership  of 
your  parish  priests.  I  know  you  will  not  fail 
your  College  and  your  Church  in  this  matter. 

In  the  name  of  all  the  Fathers  at  the  college, 
I  extend  our  sincere,  prayerful  best  wishes  for 
a  happy  and  holy  Christmas.  May  the  peace  of 
the  Christ  Child  be  yours,  and  may  His  Charity 
abound  in  the  hearts  of  all  men.  This  will  be  our 
prayer  for  you  and  yours  in  our  Christmas

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B.  C  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 


REV.   ANTHOaSTY  G.  CARROLL.  S.  J. 


Father  Carroll  was  ordered  to  duty  in  August 
1941.  He  served  as  chaplain  of  the  Post  Hos- 
pital at  Camp  Edwards  until  February,  1942, 
when  he  went  overseas  with  the  first  task  force 
lo  reach  the  Southwest  Pacific  after  tlie  start  of 
the  war. 

He  was  in  the  Pacific  for  four  years  and  three 
months,  one  of  the  longest  tours  of  overseas  duty 
by  an  Army  Chaplain.  Originally  assigned  to 
anti-aircraft  units,  Father  Carroll  was  Staff 
Chaplain  of  the  Fighter  Command  of  the  Army's 
5t]i  Air  Force  at  the  war's  close. 

He  took  part  in  eight  cami)aigns,  serving  in 
AustnDia,  New  Guinea,  the  Philippines,  Okin- 
awa and  seven  months  with  the  occupation 
forces  in  Japan.  He  holds  numerous  campaign 
ribbons,  two  Presidential  Unit  Citations,  and  the 
Army  Commendation  Medal. 

Father  Carroll  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Chemical  Society,  the  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science  and  the  Catholic 
Ivoundtable  of  Scientists. 


Rev.  Anthony  G.  Carroll,  S.  J.,  professor  of 
chemistry  at  the  College,  has  been  appointed 
dean  of  the  new  Boston  College  School  of  Nur- 
sing Fy  Very  Rev.  William  L.  Keleher,  S.  J., 
president. 

The  school,  established  in  fulfillment  of  the 
request  of  Archbishop  Richard  J.  Cushing,  D.  D., 
will  open  in  February,  1947,  for  graduate  nurses 
of  approved  training  schools.  Courses  will  be 
offered  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence in  Nursing  and  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nur- 
sing Education. 

The  five-year  program  for  high  school  grad- 
uates to  be  conducted  in  conjunction  with  Cath- 
olic Hospital  training  schools  will  begin  next 
September. 

Father  Carroll,  an  ex-Armv  Chaplain,  formerly 
taught  at  Holy  Cross  College,  1930-1932.  His 
degrees  are  A.  B.,  M.  A.,  M.  S.,  Ph.  D.,  and  S.T.L. 

Prior  to  entering  the  Army  in  1941,  Father 
Carroll  was  a  member  of  the  B.  C.  science  fac- 
ulty and  director  of  tlie  Crystal,  an  undergrad- 
uate chemical  magazine  that  gained  national 
renown  in  collegiate  scientific  circles.  He  also 
served  as  editor  of  the  Jesuit  Science  Bulletin, 
a  national  Jesuit  science  journal.

FOOTBALL 

Wake  l^'oi-est  opened  the  Wigwam  season  be- 
fore 40,000  in  a  night  game.  Johnny  Cochran 
was  sensational,  for  he  sliowed  the  same  form 
that  he  liad  in  '41-'42.  The  Deacons  scored  early 
when  a  penalty  for  pass-interference  on  fonrth 
down  retui-ned  the  ball  to  Wake  Forest  on  the 
three  yard  line,  whence  Brinkley  shot  for  the 
score,  (yochran's  68  yard  punt  return  set  up  the 
second  score,  for  the  redhead  knifed  in  for  the 
touchdown  three  plays  later.  Boston  scored  late, 
when  Cesario  snatched  a  pass  and  sped  into  the 
end  zone. 

Michigan  State  was  defeated  by  a  B.  C.  ball  of 
fire,  in  a  game  that  stands  among  the  B.  C.  all- 
time  contests,  for  the  aroused  Eagles,  sparked  by 
Don  Panciera,  rose  to  greatness  at  Lansing  and 
drove  out  a  34-20  victory  over  the  highly-favored 
Lancers.  Mangene  and  Killilea  starred  as  these 
two  backs  kept  the  fans  in  an  uproar,  but  Pan- 
ciera stole  the  show,  as  he  ran  liis  team  like  a 
veteran,  scored  one  touchdown  himself,  set  up 
two  more  by  his  interceptions,  and  added  four 
points  after.  Lanoue,  Benedetto,  and  Cannava 
ran  brilliantly,  while  Panciera  and  Clasby  com- 
pleted 11  of  13  passes,  to  bring  back  to  the  Eagle 
followers  shades  of  Jimmy  Fitzpatrick  and 
Charley  O'Rourke,  as  the  Eagles  gained  307 
yai'ds  in  the  air  and  203  on  the  ground.  An  ace 
for  the  Spartans  was  Russ  Reder,  a  grand  back. 

King's  Point  was  a  disappointment,  yet  21,000 
were  thrilled  by  the  offensive  play  of  the  Eagles, 
who  pounded  out  a  56-7  victory,  led  by  a  92  yard 
louchdown  run  by  Killilea,  who  swept  dervish- 
like  down  the  field  on  the  opening  kickoff,  aided 
by  clean-cut  down-the-field  blocking.  By  this 
amazing  feat,  Killilea  has  joined  the  elect  com- 
pany of  Jim  Drummey,  John  Lowney,  McKenney, 
Weston,  and  Kissell,  who  have  run  kickoffs  back 
foi'  touchdowns  in  the  54  years  of  B.  C.  football. 
Although  touchdowns  were  scored  by  Killilea, 
Palladino,  Gould,  Papaleo,  Brennan,  Burns,  and 
Aznavoorian,  the  palm  again  went  to  Panciera, 
who  kicked  seven  points  after  touchdown. 

The  Eagles  were  in  third  place  for  the  Lam- 
bert Trophy  when  they  met  Villanova.  The  Main- 
liners,  conquerors  of  Georgetown  and  Holy 
Cross,  and  victors  over  the  Eagles  in  1945,  41-0, 
were  edged  in  a  thrilling  game,  14-12.  The  first 
period  B.  C.  team,  that  looked  for  all  the  world 
like  the  Sugar  Bowl  eleven,  drove  for  two  touch- 
downs in  the  first  few  minutes  and  had  a  third 
called  back  for  an  offside.  Then  the  Eagles  were 
threatened  by  a  well-coached,  resourceful  Wild- 
cat team  that  scored  in  the  second  quarter  and 


again  in  the  last  five  minutes,  to  lose  by  an  eye- 
lash. Cannava  was  the  Boston  running  hero,  as 
liiis  fleet  back  ran  beautifully  to  keep  the  :>8,000 
present  in  an  uproar.  Angle  Nicketakis,  with 
a  clever  reception,  scored  the  first  touchdown  for 
the  Eagles,  Killilea  scored  the  second,  and  the 
educated  toe  of  Panciera  proved  to  be  the  margin 
of  victory. 

What  are  our  prognostications  for  the  future? 
In  the  five  games  that  remain  only  one  may  be 
safely  called  a  victory.  New  York  University 
does  not  seem  to  have  the  power  to  stop  the 
Eagles  in  the  game  in  New  York.  Y'^et  Tom  Cap- 
pozoli  is  a  great  back  and  may  go  places.  George- 
town, despite  a  19-2  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Vil- 
lanova, is  always  dangerous,  and  will  be  gun- 
ning for  the  Eagles  after  that  ''Greatest  game  of 
football  ever  played"  (Grantland  Rice)  in  1940. 
Tennessee,  rated  the  wonder-team  of  the  South, 
will  come  up  to  show  that  its  defeat  by  IWake 
Forest  was  a  mistake.  Bill  Gold  will  be  back — 
he  is  the  Brockton  lad  who  defeated  B.C.  in  1941. 
Boston  sports  fans  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
John  Curley  for  bringing  such  teams  to  Braves 
Field.  Then  comes  Alabama — Rose  Bowl  cham- 
pions in  1945.  Should  the  Eagles  defeat  Ten- 
nessee and  Alabama?  On  paper  this  is  impos- 
sible, especially  in  the  space  of  seven  days,  but 
the  Eagles  are  inspired  and  are  improving  every 
day.  Rabid  alumni  should  not  expect  too  much ; 
the  B.  C.  team  is  still  young,  but  we  are  sure 
that  the  club  will  make  a  splendid  showing. 
That  leaves  Holy  Cross,  far  better  than  its  rec- 
ord. Holy  Cross  is  power-packed,  despite  its  de- 
feats. Both  B.  C.  and  H.  C.  want  to  win.  In  the 
long  list  of  games  that  have  been  played  they 
are  almost  even,  for  Holy  Cross  has  won  19,  Bos- 
ton College  20,  and  three  have  been  tied,  *'Are 
you  ready,  Boston  College?  Are  you  ready  Holy 
Cross?"  Let's  go!" 

BASKETBALL 

Basketball  is  at  its  pinnacle  at  Boston  College. 
The  old  sport  that  had  its  inception  in  the  days 
of  Bernard  O'Kane,  Johnny  Churchward,  Henry 
McGuinnis;  its  renaissance  in  the  days  of  "Babe" 
Ramisch,  Connie  Manley,  Luke  Urban,  Jerry 
Mahoney,  and  its  final  resurgence  last  year,  is 
now  major,  not  only  in  Boston  and  New  England 
but  in  the  entire  nation.  Coach  McClellan,  caut- 
ious in  1945-6  when  he  said,  ''We'll  have  a  good 
freshman  team,"  stepped  out  farther  on  the  limb 
this  fall  when  he  said  to  me  on  Alumni  Field,  ''I 
think  you'll  like  them."  Then  he  introduced  two 
New  York  boys,  Bricker  and  Stagoflf,  and  a  7  foot, 
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1  inch  Texan,  Morganthaler,  to  me  happily.  The 
squad  is  major  league,  the  schedule  is  major 
league,  and  the  crowds  will  be  major  league. 
I'ractice  is  held  at  the  Arena  Gym,  and  the  coach 
invites  all  B.  C.  rooters  to  look  in.  Missing  from 
last  year's  squad  is  Bob  Fitzgerald,  who  lost 
most  of  one  heel  in  an  automobile  accident  on 
the  day  of  the  return  of  the  football  team  from 
Michigan.  Back  from  the  '45  squad  are  Sharry, 
Kenney  (ace  scorer),  Carr,  Harrington,  Ryan, 
Crimmins,  Quirk,  Wolfe,  and  Sprug.  New  men 
are  Gunther,  Higgins,  Bidwell,  Perry,  Mara,  and 
a  host  of  others.  So  many  are  stars  that  the 
''General"  will  have  difficulties  in  selecting  a 
starting  five.  When  the  first  few  teams  are  fin- 
ally selected,  there  will  be  a  little  to  choose 
among  them,  and  the  Maroon  and  Gold  should 
have  a  banner  year  on  the  court.  A  series  with 
Holy  Cross,  games  with  Bowling  Green  and  Gen- 
eva, the  best  in  the  land,  a  series  with  Fordham, 
Georgetown,  Georgia  Tech,  Harvard,  Brown,  and 
the  New  England  colleges  will  give  all  the  Eagles 
a  chance  to  spread  their  wings. 


HOCKEY 

Last  year's  six  did  well,  splitting  with  Holy 
Cross,  winning  games  in  its  own  class,  and  play- 
ing under  severe  handicaps.  This  year's  six  will 
have  everything,  including  John  Kelley  as  coach 
and  Bob  Mee  as  his  assistant.  Fifty  reported  for 
the  opening  practice,  and  the  coaches  were  happy 
with  what  they  found.  Jake  Cunniff,  whose  play- 
ing days  are  over  because  of  a  severe  wound  as 
a  Marine  officer,  is  manager.  Captain  is  *Tutto" 
Murphy,  star  of  the  first  water,  center  on  one  of 
the  fastest  B.  C.  lines  in  history — the  Edgeworth, 
Boudreau,  Murphy  line  of  1943,  before  the  line 
was  broken  up  for  military  service.  At  goal  will 
ben  one  of  the  five  greatest  goalies  in  the  history 
of  B.  C,  for  Spinner  ranks  with  Fitzgerald, 
Ready,  Moore,  and  Carey.  The  championship 
Walpole  teams,  coached  by  an  old  Eagle  immor- 
tal, Bob  Graney,  sends  down  the  Songin  boys 
and  Bassi.  Burke,  a  splendid  goalie,  is  back  from 
the  wars  as  are  also  Harvey,  Dolan,  Gallagher, 
Cochrane,  Burns,  and  Mason,  and  almost  all  of 
last  year's  successful  team  will  be  on  hand.  The 
schedule  is  difficult.  Harvard,  defeated  only 
once  by  the  Eagles  in  hockey,  in  '96  at  Spy  Pond 
1-0,  is  on  the  schedule  for  the  first  time  since  th( 
famous  1922  game  between  the  Crimson  Ramb- 
lers and  the  Boston  Eagles,  the  game  finally 
brought  the  nation's  ice  crown  to  University 
Heights  for  the  first  time  in  three  successive 
years.  Yale,  Holy  Cross,  Dartmouth,  are  sched- 
uled; Brown  is  being  met,  if  the  Bruins  ice  a 
team.  The  Greater  Boston  League — B.  U.,  North- 
eastern, Tech  and  Tufts  are  scheduled  twice 
each.  With  these  dozen  games  as  a  nucleus  a 
successful  season  is  assured,  for  B.  C.  will  be  a 
smart  hockey  six.

Building  Fund 


Dear  Alumnus: 

Another,  and  I  hope  ca  final,  word  about  the 
Building  Fund. 

As  you  well  know  it  has  now  been  underway 
for  more  than  six  months.  Individual  com- 
mittees have  been  organized  in  every  class  from 
that  of  1910  through  1945.  Meetings  have  been 
lield  continually  and  appeals  have  been  made  to 
the  Alumni  in  speeches,  letters,  Alumni  News, 
by  personal  contact  and  by  telephone.  At  this 
late  date  I  think  I  can  fairly  say  that  all  of  you 
know  of  the  campaign,  the  reasons  for  it,  its  ob- 
jectives and  the  part  you  are  expected  to  fulfill 
in  its  accomplishment,  Nevertheless  less  than 
20%  of  the  members  of  our  Association  have 
contributed  or  pledged  themselves  to  contribute 
to  the  Fund.  A  full  report  as  of  October  29,  1946, 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  issue  and  I  not  only 
invite  but  urge  every  one  of  you  to  examine  it 
with  the  thought  in  mind  that  it  reflects  the 
response  of  the  Boston  College  Alumni,  of  which 
you  are  a  member,  to  an  urgent  appeal  from  your 
Alma  Mater.

No  change  for  the 
better  will  be  made  unless  you  take  your  pen  in 
hand  and  add  your  name  to  the  list  of  contrib- 
utors and  pledgors  by  signing  a  check  or  pledge 
card  rifjht  air  ay.  I  say  'right  away'  advisedly 
and  emphatically  because  procrastination  is  the 
thief  of  time  and  we  can't  afford  to  lose  one  min- 
ute of  the  little  we  have  left. 

While  on  the  subject  of  time  and  to  clear  up 
a  general  misunderstanding  once  and  for  all,  the 


deadline  of  June,  1947,  was  not  established  to

Under  the  inspiring  direction  and  constant 
encouragement  of  Father  Frank  Sullivan  a  great 
deal  of  time,  effort  and  energy  has  been  put  into 
the  Alumni  phase  of  this  campaign  by  as  loyal, 
willing  and  enthusiastic  group  of  our  men  as 
ever  worked  together.  Is  ''Love's  Labor  Lost" 
or  are  we  going  to  realize  our  goal  of  100%  part- 
icipation and  our  quota  of  |400,000?  The  next 
issue  of  the  Alumni  News  will  tell  how  you  have 
answered.
